“double cross’? from Edmonton’s Fit 
Reform cup-holders. It does not 
show all, however. 

If it had been known here last Wed- 
nesday that Edmonton could not 
come, the Ottawa Hockey Club, hold- 
ers of the Stanley Cup, would have 
been here Friday and Saturday, 
March 12 and 18. This only makes 
the pill all the more bitter, and es¢ 
tablishes the claim of the Shamrocks 
for unstated damages, which will be 
entered in the courts at once. 

Not only that, but the Shamrocks 
were offered dates for the Stanley Cup 
the day they left for Edmonton, and 
they were expected by the trustees, 
to turn back for the eastern trip, but 
refused to play false to Edmonton. 

Such a sudden upsetting of long- 
standing agreements has never been 
known in western hockey, and the 
feeling in Winnipeg is accordingly 
far from friendly toward the Edmon- 
ton club, which hitherto held a high 
place in local favor, “On their Stan- 
ley Cup quest, they were supported by 
the sympathy of the West, with Win- 
nipeg at the head of the country as 
keen for victory as Edmonton.
